1 . (Currently Amended) A physical vapor deposition chamber for depositing material on a 
wafer, comprising: 

a chuck comprising a planar upper surface and sidewalls extending downwardly therefrom; 

a removable pedestal slip_cover overlying the planar upper surface of the chuck and extending 
laterally beyond the sidewalls, the removable pedestal slip cover having a first planar surface and a 
second planar surface parallel to and located below the first surface^ the removable pedestal slip 
cover having a peripheral circumferential groove in an upper surface of the second surface and a 
concave lower surface for receiving the planar upper surface of the chuck therein, wherein a 
circumference of a wafer when positioned on the chuck extends radially inwardly of an inner 
sidewall of the groove; and 

wherein a planar backside of the wafer is in contact with a planar upper surface of the removable 
pedestal slip cover during material deposition. 
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
